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MAN’S STRUGGLE TO BE FREE 


E SHALL KNOW THE TRUTH,” said Jesus to 
the Jews of His day, “and the truth shall make 
you free.” 

This offended the Jews. Their quick and proud re- 
tort was, “We be Abraham’s seed and were never in 
bondage to any man.” 

This hot reply gives us a glimpse of the Jewish na- 
tional character. Israel had been born as a nation 
when Moses led them out of Egyptian bondage. In 
their own land of Palestine they had been frequently 
in bondage to the Philistines, the Moabites, the Am- 
monites, and others. Then the Jews were carried away 
in bondage to Assyria and Babylon. Back in their 
homeland, they fell under Persian bondage, and then 
Greek, and Seleucid bondage. At the very time that 
they spoke to Christ, we may be sure that Roman 
soldiers were standing somewhere near- 
by, for the Jews were then in bondage 
to Rome. In the face of all this, they 
had the pride to say, “We be Abraham’s 
seed and were never in bondage to any 
man.” We know that they meant their 
spirits had never been in bondage, even 
though they had been frequently in 
physical slavery. Their bodies had been 
dominated, but never their minds and 
their hearts. 

Besides pointing up the national 
character of the Jews, this incident 
also illustrates man’s eternal desire 
to be free. One of the paradoxes of all 
history is that man can so universally 
hate slavery for himself and yet be so 
quick to hold others in bondage. Not all 
have had such conflicting natures. The 
course of human history is made bright- 
er by those who have hated slavery 
and bondage in any form, for any one, 
at any time. 


SOME MEN HAVE DESPISED tyran- 
ny and bondage with a passion that 
brooked no dissuasion, recognized no 
defeat and cowered before no authority. 
Such men were the impassioned pa- 
triots who shook off England’s yoke 
and set the American colonies free. 
America’s firmament is spangled with 
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such immortal lights as Jefferson, Washington, Frank- 
lin, Adams, John Hancock, and that thundering agi- 
tator Patrick Henry. Because they possessed inspired 
wisdom to match their selfless courage and sense of 
divine commission, they succeeded in the liberation of 
an infant nation from a greedy and imprudent king. 
We rejoice on America’s Independence Day and laud 
our heroes and founding fathers, but actually they 
form only a link in mankind’s long struggle to rid 
itself of shackling powers and influences. The struggle 
has been a long one. The goal has not yet been at- 
tained. It is a human tragedy that some men find no 
distaste in holding their fellow men captive by brute 
force, or its more subtle cousin, social inequity. 
The heartlessness of some in robbing others of their 
freedom is a constant cause for nobler men to rise 
in righteous rage against tyranny in all 
its assumed disguises. With a holy flame 
kindled within their bosoms, God’s 
emancipators, abolitionists, rebels, pa- 
triots have fought a ceaseless war 
against oppression. When that oppres- 
sion has taken the form of physical 
slavery, there have arisen to the need 
such men as Lincoln, Benjamin Lundy, 
William Lloyd Garrison, Salmon P. 
Chase, and, before them all, Moses of 
the Hebrews. 


SOMETIMES OPPRESSION is in the 
form of imposed ignorance. By holding 
the masses in mental bondage, the au- 
tocrats fear no upset of their personal 
schemes and dominion. Such autocracy 
may often wear the disguise of religion. 
But God’s truth will assert itself 
through emancipators of the mind and 
the spirit—like Martin Luther, John 
Huss, John Wycliff, and William Tyn- 
dale. Again, the oppression may as- 
sume the form of economic bondage. 
Tyranny first tries to capture the physi- 
cal man; but, unable to do so, resorts 
then to schemes to effect mental and 
spiritual servitude. When man becomes 
independent physically and mentally, 
then tyranny reveals itself with social 
and economic bonds. That is why

America’s Independence Day is not yet complete. Per- 
haps it will be later, but not now. Not in 1961. 

Our struggle for independence goes on. It cannot be 
complete so long as the size of a man’s purse, the 
color of his skin, the region of his birth, or the as- 
sertion of his faith places him in social and economic 
bonds. 


CHRIST CAME to set the captive free. The great- 
est Emancipator who ever lived, His power sets men 
free from fear, sin, judgment—and His Spirit destroys 
every system of servitude and bondage. The best the 
American patriots could do was gain freedom for the 
colonies. This relieved England’s deplorable taxation 
and exploitation of the colonies, but it could not bring 
liberation to the soul of man. All Lincoln, Garrison, 
and the other abolitionists could do was set America’s 
Negro slaves free. Christ does supremely more than 
give liberty to physical man—He sets the spirit free. 
Political freedom is often a farce, for, as has been 
mentioned here, when it is abolished in one form, it 
often reappears in another. Spiritual freedom is real 
and lasting. No man who is physically free, yet 
spiritually captive, can boast in his freedom. Bondage 
to sin is the greatest captivity of all. The tyranny of 
Satan is despotism of the fowlest sort. Therefore, In- 
dependence Day will have greater meaning when men 
have found true freedom: political, social, economic, 
and, above all, spiritual. 


What pleasure is there in bondage or servitude of 
any sort? There can be none. Yet America’s freedom 
is under constant attack from four forms of tyranny 
that would, if possible, ensnare us and make shambles 
of our liberty.

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The Dangerous Gift of Preedom

DURHAM, NORTH CAROLINA 
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riving in Boston and ascend- 

ing from Boston Station saw 
a taxi idling at the curb and called 
out to the taxi driver: “Are you 
free, good man?” And he an- 
swered immediately: “Lady, Plato 
has said many years ago that no 
man is free.” Well, I do not know 
if this story is true or if it is in- 
vented by some Bostonian to prove 
that in this “hub of the universe” 
even the taxi driver reads Plato. 
But the question is: Was he right? 
There is a great deal of talking 
and writing going on about free- 
dom, but how free are we, really? 

Those of you who have taken a 
lick or two at philosophy will re- 
member that there are two oppos- 
ing theories about this matter 
called determinism and indeter- 
minism. Perhaps they are best de- 
scribed as one quotes from poet- 
ry. Here is Omar Khayyam’s The 
Rubaiyat, “Life is but a chequer- 
board of nights and days where 
destiny with men for pieces plays: 
Hither and thither moves, and 
mates, and slays, and one by one 
back in the closet lays.” 

This is determinism, it is saying 
that man really is not free even 
if he imagines he is, that his 
choices are really nothing but the 
product of facts and forces beyond 
his will. 

The biological determinism of 
the Nazis who just had their day 
said, “Race and blood determine 
everything, and there by fate, the 
Germanic race is destined to su- 
periority and the low Jewish peo- 
ple destined to inferiority.” And all 
this belief led to many of the trag- 
ic. things that happened.

& The economic determinism of 


Marxist communism says that ul- 
timately material and economic 
factors and forces shape not only 
the fate of the individual but of 
societies, of cultures, and of civili- 
zations as well. 


It is a great vogue of psychologi- 
cal determinism today to say that 
all our overt actions are merely 
the keyboard on which the in- 
visible hands of our subconscious 
plays the tunes which are alive. 

And of course all of us are fa- 
miliar with the determinism of a 
radical Calvinism which says that 
God is so powerful and so strong 
that man really has no choice 
whatever, even about his salvation 
or damnation. 

But if all this, or any of this, 
were true—if we are nothing but 
the play balls in the hands of pow- 
ers and forces that are stronger 
and greater than ourselves—then 
not only freedom would be a hol- 
low word but also all moral sensi- 
bility, all spiritual endeavor. There 
could be no guilt, no sense of guilt, 
no sin. 

None of us had a choice whether 
we wanted to. come into this world, 
to be men or women, to live in 
the sixteenth century or in the 
twentieth century. Most of us were 
born into America. We had no 
choice about that. Some of us came 
into the world black, some white— 
no choice about that. This face of 
mine—I have never liked it, but 
it’s the only one I have and I 
can’t do anything about it. If I 
were a lady, perhaps temporarily 
and superficially I could change it, 
but even then it still would be the 
same old face. 


I remember the sign that a 


traveler found up in northern 
Canada at a crossroads in the mid- 
dle of the winter where it gave the 
different directions; underneath, 
it said, “Choose your rut carefully. 
You will be in it for the next 
twenty miles.” This is the way life 
is. Ours is the freedom to dream 
and to transform our dreams into 
reality; although we are creatures 
of this earth—animal-like in so 
many ways and almost every mo- 
ment reminded painfully of this 
our earth-boundedness—yet there 
is at the same time in us that 
which transcends the animal in us. 
That is why the Bible says of man, 
“Thou hast made him a little lower 
than the angels.” Here, in this 
freedom, lies the ground for man’s 
greatness, his grandeur; but here 
also lies the ground for his misery 
and tragedy. 


Does not here also lie at least 
one of the answers to the ques- 
tion so often asked, “If God is a 
God of goodness and love, why is 
there so much evil and suffering?” 
As you look out upon this world 
with so many of its crosses—hun- 
ger, despair, suffering—do you not 
realize that much of this is the re- 
sult of man’s wrong choices, his 
false decisions individually made or 
collectively made? And so the ques- 
tion comes, “Could God have 
created a world without the pos- 
sibility of making wrong choices 
and bringing upon man these dire 
consequences?” Here the answer 
is: This is the price which we have 
to pay for freedom, which lifts us 
above these animals, without 
which we would be nothing but 
spiritual and moral robots. 


Is it then any wonder that men 
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again and again have been not 
only willing but eager to give up 
their freedom? Dostoyevsky in his 
Brothers Karamazov has the grand 
inquisitor say, “Believe me, man 
knows of no more pressing con- 
cern than to find one to whom he 
may give up as fast as possible 
that gift of freedom with which 
the miserable creature was born.” 
And another great Russian, 
Nicholai Berdyaev, has said, “Men 
are slaves because freedom is dif- 
ficult and slavery is easy.” 


And is history not full of ex- 
amples of people that were fright- 
ened by freedom, trying to escape 
back into slavery? There were the 
Hebrews of the centuries of oppres- 
sion and slavery in Egypt. A libera- 
tor and leader had arisen among 
them in the person of Moses and 
led them out of the bondage of 
Egypt into freedom. But now they 
are in the desert and freedom, and 
such a heady wine proves to be 
difficult, full of the insecurity and 
peril; and so they say wistfully to 
each other: “Were it not better for 
us to return into Egypt, better for 
us to be slaves in Egypt than free 
men in the wilderness, better a 
full stomach under the whip than 
an empty stomach under the 
stars?” 

A friend of mine tells this story 
of his own native Germany be- 
tween World Wars I and II. “How 
well I remember those years when 
I was a student, as you are now. 
Surely, we had freedom; we had 
civil rights; we had democracy; 
but we had also hunger, cold, no 
work, no security; and so like a 
modern Pied Piper, Adolph Hitler 
came with his luring call, ‘Follow 
me. I’ll give you work, bread, se- 
curity, and throw in for good meas- 
ure glory, power, and empire.’ And 
the siren song fell on open, willing 
ears and so the flight from free- 
dom began and soon the slogan 
appeared everywhere: ‘Leader 
command, We Obey. One Fuehrer, 
One Will, One People.’ Freedom had 
become a word of scorn—some- 
thing for the egghead, the dream- 
ers, but nothing for the realists.” 
This is the perpetual view of to- 
talitarianism and we know from 
experience in recent years, even in 
this land born and bred in freedom, 
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how in times of strain and stress 
many are willing to sell their pre- 
cious birthright of freedom down 
the river. 


But man is made for freedom. 
He cannot be content long in any 
enslavement, social, political or 
spiritual. It may be years, it may 
be centuries, but some day a Mar- 
tin Luther comes and nails his 
Ninety-five Theses to the church 
door and says, standing before the 
powerful of that time, “Here I 
stand, I can do no other. God help 
me.” And he strikes a blow for 
freedom. Then one day a little 
band of brave men and women sail 
in a frail ship, the Mayflower, 
across the dangerous seas to es- 
tablish a new life in freedom. And 
one day students and workers with 
their bare fists fight against tanks 
and armoured cars; they are tragi- 
cally beaten down; yet freedom 
glows in their hearts. 

But one question remains: What 
freedom? What freedom? There 
are two kinds of freedom. Imag- 
ine here a tree saying to itself, “I 
want to be free, free from this 
soil that holds my roots in its grasp 
and imprisons me and ties me 
down.” So this tree pulls up its 
roots, and then it is free. This is 
the freedom of uprootedness. This 
is the freedom of self-destruction, 
the freedom of death. Imagine 
another tree, accepting the condi- 
tion set for it by its nature, send- 
ing, therefore, its roots deep down 
into the soil, being nourished by 
it; thus growing, thus fulfilling its 
true destiny. This is the freedom of 
proper functioning. This is the 
freedom of self-fulfillment, the 
freedom of life. 


How much of the unhappiness, 
the psychological disorders, the 
neuroses, may go back to this de- 
sire for a false freedom—a freedom 
of uprootedness. And is this not 
most marvelously described in the 
parable of the Prodigal Son? “I 
want to be free,” he said to his 
father, so he pulls up his roots, 
travels to a far country, living a 
life of aimlessness. The only quest 
was the quest for new thrills, the 
only authority—the authority of 
the passing winds, and so he loses 
literally his humanity and sinks 
down to the level of the swine. 





Yet underneath the shrill disson- 
ances of his tormented existence, 
there rings a little clear silver 
bell—“This is not what I was made 
for. This is not the kind of free- 
dom I really want.” Then he re- 
members the father’s house. “That 
is where I belong. That is the place 
for which I am destined. There is 
my real freedom.” And he arises 
and goes to his father and in re- 
sponse to his father’s love and in 
obedience to his father’s will, he 
finds true freedom—the freedom 
of proper functioning, the freedom 
of self-fulfillment, the freedom of 
life! 


And so we are once more back to 
our taxi driver’s quotation from 
Plato, “No man is free.” This is 
the great paradox of freedom. Man 
having struggled for his freedom, 
his self-assertion, surrenders it to 
some loyalty. It may be the loyalty 
of a false idea, a degrading pur- 
pose, a self-destructive end; but it 
can be the loyalty of a high idea, 
a noble purpose, a creative end. 


When Moses stood up before 
Pharaoh and said to him, “Let my 
people go,” he wanted not merely 
to free them from the service to 
the Egyptians but to bind them to 
a higher service. In place of the 
slave laws of Pharaoh, he gave 
them the commandments of God. 


This leads us into the very heart 
and center of our Christian faith; 
namely, the conviction that there 
is no true freedom for man ex- 
cept in his surrender to the will 
and purpose of God. And it is our 
faith that this will and purpose 
has been disclosed to us uniquely 
and supremely in Jesus Christ, who 
came to show us not only who God 
is but also who we are to be! In 
following Him we find our true 
destiny, which is our true freedom. 
That is what Jesus meant when 
He said, “You shall know the truth 
and the truth shall make you 
free.” 





LET US PRAY: Save us from 
the freedom which desires our hu- 
man birthright. Guard us from the 
false freedom of uprootedness, 
which leads to despair. Bind us to 
Thee, O God, in whose will lies 
our destiny and in whose service 
we find perfect freedom. Amen. &

Home From Chile 


By Naomi Outhouse, Returned Missionary 


FTER ALMOST ten years 
a of labor under difficult 

circumstances in Colombia, 
a very dark and fanatical land, 
it was rewarding indeed to be able 
to work in Chile and be permitted 
to reap in this Bible-hungry land 
where there is perfect liberty to 
preach, teach, hold street meetings 
and do personal work without any 
restriction whatsoever. 

It is not easy to leave a foreign 
country after more than eight 
years of heartfelt labor. The cli- 
mactic point for us was during the 
seventh annual convention in No- 
vember when the new missionaries 
were officially introduced and our 
final messages to our beloved Chil- 
eans were given. For months we 
had been leaving our fond good- 
byes and words of encouragement 
during our visits to the local 
churches. 

You have probably read an ab- 
breviated history of the work in 
Chile in Brother Conn’s great book, 
Like a Mighty Army. Now, in 1961, 
there are over sixty churches and 
missions, thanks to God and the 
consecration of the Bible School 
graduates and workers who felt 
God’s call and answered. We have 
reaped favorable benefits through 
our young men and their wives 
in strategic cities, villages, and re- 
mote countrysides, who have been 
sponsored financially through Rev. 
T. L. Osborn and his plan for na- 
tive evangelism. 

Our students from all over Chile 
and some neighboring countries 
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have been trained in our two Bi- 
ble Institutes in Santiago and Val- 
paraiso. The seminary graduating 
class of 1959 was our smallest class 
since 1954, perhaps due to a fur- 
lough we had taken during 1958. 
They love God and feel the need 
to get into the Lord’s work im- 
mediately. Several of the Mapuche 
Indian boys have finished school 
and returned to work among their 
own primitive peoples. There have 
been seven annual graduation ex- 
ercises in which close to sixty have 
graduated. Scores of Christian 
workers and Sunday School teach- 
ers who were unable to take the 
entire course are now at work in 
their respective churches. God was 
good to give us sufficient teachers 
among the pastors of Santiago to 
help Brother Outhouse and me. 

We have some very promising 
works among the townspeople in 
southern Chile, as well as the 
Mapuche Indian tribes. The Indi- 
ans live in large round huts of 
grass, with one small door as the 
only opening in each house. They 
sleep wrapped in ponchos, skins, 
or whatever they can find, and lie 
huddled around their fire in the 
middle of the floor. Food is scarce 
—generally, they do have beans or 
rice and a bit of dried meat—and 
non-Christians will steal when they 
are hungry. 

Our Santiago Christian Day 
School is closed this year for lack 
of sufficient space. Last year, its 
fourth year of existence, ninety- 
five pupils were enrolled. Several 


of the workers were able to lead 
over half of them to the Lord. 
Most of them now attend Sunday 
School. Won’t you pray that these 
children and young people will re- 
main faithful to God as they re- 
turn to the public schools in Chile? 

The Ladies’ Willing Workers’ 
Band has had a firm and very 
progressive growth from the very 
beginning. Their national presi- 
dent is Sister Trudy Kupfer, a very 
capable and spiritual woman of 
Swiss descent. These ladies meet 
once a week, study the Bible to- 
gether, pray for the sick, make 
quilts, rugs, clothing, repair brok- 
en things to help raise money for 
their groups. They visit hospitals 
and help their own missionaries 
with food and clothing. Generally 
speaking, through dedication and 
ingenuity, they do wonders. 

The years from 1953 through 1957 
were years of laying the spiritual 
foundation, training workers and 
opening new works in needy places. 
The work has virtually doubled 
since 1957, and we wish to express 
with deep sincerity our apprecia- 
tion to you for your prayers and 
gifts in behalf of our Church of 
God missions program in Chile, 
South America.

Evangelist Billy Graham, speaking 
at a Youth Night service during 
his crusade here, has warned that

Guevara Charges “Catholic 
Kennedy” Raided Cube 


HAVANA, Cuba (EP)—Maj. 
Ernesto (Che) Guevara, Duba’s 
Marxist industrial czar, denounced 
“the Catholic Kennedy” for “test- 
ing his arms” against Cuba in the 
dawn air attack, April 16, allegedly 
precipitated by Prime Minister 
Castro’s own Air Force. 


“We know this attack is the pre- 
lude to invasion by 5,000 worms 
plus some internal worms who pro- 
pose to add to the list of our mar- 
tyrs,” he said on a nationwide 
broadcast. 

“We are facing the facts of a 
war against the new fascists, the 
new Nazis, who are trying once 
again to launch a war against de- 
fenseless nations,” Guevara contin- 
ued in his tirade against President 
Kennedy and the United States. He 
said finally, “The Americans know 
they cannot attack us _ directly 
because there are rockets with 
atomic warheads that may be used 
on our side.” 





JERUSALEM (EP)—Speaking to 
the 3,000 delegates from 28 coun- 
tries at the Sixth World Conference 
here, Israel’s Minister of Education, 
Abba Eban, said the aim of the new 
State of Israel was not merely to 
add another nation to the inter- 
national family, “but a holy expe- 
rience in rule by conscience.” 

“Your presence here reflects the 
conviction that the unfolding of Is- 
rael’s career aS a modern nation 
is a matter of deep moment and 
concern to the Christian world as 
= as to the Jewish people,” he 
said. 

The Rev. Howard R. Courtney of 
Los Angeles, a leader of the Inter- 
national Church of the Foursquare 
Gospel, said that “between the

ple there is nothing but friendship.” 

“There is no anti-Semitic spirit 
at all in our midst,” he said furth- 
er. “We believe God’s hand is on 
you. We don’t believe that the Jews 
are in Israel by accident, but in ful- 
fillment of the prophecies. To us, 
this is a modern-day, God-inspired 
miracle.” 

The three-day meeting was the 
first world-wide Christian conven- 
tion ever held in Jerusalem. 

Before leaving the Holy Land, 
delegates visited many points of 
interest and donated a 10,000-tree 
forest for the Judean hills in the 
name of Pentecostalists throughout 
the world as a token of gratitude 
to the people of Israel.
